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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 9-27- 
2006 has been entered. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claim 3 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent 
form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is 
required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper 
dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. Claim 3 depends on claim 
1 . In line 2-3 of claim 1 , applicants recites the limitation "wherein a conductive complex 
oxide". Thus, the limitation "wherein the complex oxide is a conductive oxide" fails to 
further limit the subject matter of previous claim 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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4. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

5. Claims 1-3, 5-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Shinohara et al. (US 2002/0132426 A1) in view of Engelhardt et al. (US 6,730,562). 

Respect to claim 1, Shinohara discloses a method for making a capacitor in 
which a dielectric (i.e. ferroelectric dielectric 12) is used, wherein a conductive complex 
oxide (13) having an exposed top surface is used as a mask when the dielectric film is 
subjected to an dry etching process and the mask material (13), which is in direct 
contact with the dielectric film (12), is used as an upper electrode of the capacitor after 
the etching process (Fig 2B-2C, paragraph 0049-0054). 

Shinohara fails to disclose the etching process is the reactive ion etching. In a 
semiconductor process, Engelhardt teaches to use dry etching process including 
reactive ion etching to etch the upper electrode and the ferroelectric film (col. 7 lines 35- 
60). It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art, at the time of 
invention, to modify Shinohara in view of Engelhardt by using reactive ion etching 
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because equivalent and substitution of one for the other would produce an expected 
result. 

Respect to claims 2-3, Shinohara and Engelhardt discloses the complex oxide 
(13) contains SrRu03 (Shinohara's paragraph 0052, 0082; Engelhardt col. 1 lines 48- 
50, col. 3 lines 45-50) 

Respect to claim 5, Shinohara discloses the dielectric film contains PZT as a 
main component (paragraph 0051, 0066-0067, 0069). Respect to claim 6, Shinohara 
discloses Ir, Ru, Ir0 2 , Ru0 2 is used as a material for the lower electrode (1 1 ) of the 
capacitor (paragraph 0050). 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-3, 5-6 based on Appenzeller et al. 
reference (See page 4-5 of the remark) are persuasive. Thus, the examiner withdraws 
the previous ground of rejection based on Appenzeller reference. However, upon 
further consideration, the examiner provides a new ground of rejection as discussed 
above.
